During the next decade Brit- 
ain will be faced with the most 
stark and crucial choices for 
its existence since 1940. 

In that year what came to 
be known as the ‘phony war' 
came to an end, and Britain 
saw its choices as between 
the chance of throwing in its 
lot with the United States, and 
attempting a peace with Hitler. 

Britain was torn between 
its ancient inclination to pro- 
mote a balance of power in 
Europe, and its equally strong 
impulse notto back the stron- 
ger of two rivals and end up 
its client state.

EC BORDERS 


On March 26 the Schengen Agree- 


ment comes into force, allowing to- 


tally open borders between most EC 
countries. Britain 1s not a signatory to 
the agreement, which has infuriated 
toe EC. 

Britain agreed an opt-out from open- 
ing its borders in 1985 - knowing full 
well that 1t was not worth the paper it 
was written on. The deal, designed to 
allay public fears, is said by lawyers 
advising the Government to be en- 
tirely worthless. 


FLAWED 


Mrs. Thatcher, UK Prime Minister 
at the time, is said to have been furious 
with Foreign Secretary Sir Geoffrey 
Howe, who negotiated the flawed text. 
Sir Geoffrey is well known for pro- 
Européan views. Kenneth Baker, the 
former Home Secretary admitted in 
his memoirs that the opt-out would not 
Survive a court. 

The EC will soon take action in the 
European Court to force Britain to 


remove all checks at the border. As a 
signatory to the Single European Act 
the UK agreed to allow free movement 
of goods, capital,. and labour. The act 
is believed by lawyers to prevail over 
the opt-out. 

Norman Tebbit, who was amember 
of the Government at the time, said 
recently "On past form the European 
Court will say it is what is in the Treaty 
of Rome that counts not what a bunch 
of Prime Ministers wrote 1n notes". 


MILLIONS 


With no controls, anyone who en- 
ters any European country on a tempo- 
rary visa - many of which have negli- 
gible immigration enforcement - will 
be free to come to Britain. Apart from 
the existing millions of non-European 
citizens within the EC millions more 
will then enter Europe and be able to 
come here. 

There are already about 1 million 
illegal immigrants in London alone. 
Neither Councils nor the Police play 
more than lip service to enforcing the 
law. 


THATCHER 


No one should allow themselves to 
be tricked by new Government claims 
to have immigration under control. - 
all past claims have proved to be lies. 

In 1962 the Macmillan Government 
promised to stop immigration ata time 
when the numbers 1n Britain were only 
a few hundred thousand. A series of 
new laws over the next twenty years 
made the same false promise. 

Mrs. Thatcher engineered her elec- 
tion in 1979 by promising on televi- 
sion to stop immigration. She said that 
she understood the fears of Britains 
that they would be 'swamped'.

Judge Pickles speaks his mind! 


RETIRED JUDGE James Pickles 
has sparked a ‘racism' storm 
following his remarks at a literary 
lunch in Leeds. Guests were stunned 
by the former circuit judge's speech 
about immigration.

Referring to Enoch Powell's 'rivers 
of blood’ speech of 1968 Mr. Pickles 
told stunned lunch guests in Leeds"His 
words may have been inflammatory, 
but he was right". 

Extreme-left wing Max Madden, 
Labour MP for Bradford, told the press 
"Judge Pickles has plumbed the depths 
by his remarks. They will cause wide- 
spread offence to people of all races". 

Hasmukh Shah, spokesman for the 
World Council of Hindus, accused the 
judge of ‘fuelling the fires of hatred’. 
The Commission For Racial Equality 
said that it hoped the judge regretted 
his statements the day after they were 
made.

BRITAIN'S 
£150M BILL 
FOR FAKE 
ASYLUM 
SEEKERS 


THE COST to British tax- 
payers of fake asylum seekers is 

now £150m. a year. Although 

95% of those who claim asylum 

in Britain have their cases 

dismissed, they are entitled to 

£41 a week benefits and £100 a 

week housing subsidy while their 

claims are tested. 

Asylum cases can take years to 
determine, and meanwhile the 
long suffering taxpayer foots the 
bill. 47% of those who claim 
asylum are allowed by the 
Government to stay in Britain 
for good - even though their 
claims of ‘well founded 
persecution’ are rejected. 

They are said to have been 
given ‘exceptional leave to 
remain’, since they come from an 
area which is at war. Since much 
of the world, as in the case of 
Africa, is at war, or in a state of 
near war most of the time almost 
anyone can claim the right to 
permanent residence in Britain. 

They are then entitled to 
benefits permanently, as well as 
bringing their families here. 

Of the remaining 53% almost 
all contrive to remain in Britain. 
Many simply disappear into 
cities which have no enforcement 
procedures over illegal migrants. 

The numbers claiming asylum 
last year were 22,370. They are 
made up, of course, of immigrants 
who present themselves at ports 
and whose presence is recorded. 
The majority of immigrants are 
smuggled in, or overstay student 
or holiday entry permits - often 
claiming benefits and housing by 
fraudulent means. 

The cost of these people is 
incalculable and not included in 
the £150 m. for asylum seekers.

MRS. PAULINE RICHARDS 
managed Birmingham Council's 
Home Care Team in the Small Heath 
area of the city. She had worked her 
way up through the ranks from being 
a home help to become a team 
manager. She loved her job - helping 
the elderly and disabled. 

Then, in April 1989, aclerical assis- 
tant reported to her that a home care 
organiser, Mrs. Dolly Faire, had £100 
belonging to a client in her bank ac- 
count. Mrs. Faire said that she had 
been asked to put the money in a 
family savings account by the client, 
an elderly man. In fact she had put the 
cash in her own account, and failed to 
tell Mrs. Richards. 

Mrs. Richards had no alternative 
but to report her for possible disc1p- 
linary action. At the hearing Mrs. 
Richards was accused of ‘racism’, and 
made to feel the incident was her fault. 
She says that there had been a lot of 
complaints about Mrs. Faire, includ- 
ing slamming down the phone and 
being rude. 

Mrs. Richards says that she could 
hardly walk in distress at the injustice, 
and broke down in tears when she got 
home. 


‘RACISM' COMPLAINT 


Mrs. Faire was given a verbal war- 
ing. She then made a formal complaint 
against Mrs. Richards of 'racism’. She 
complained that she had not been pro- 
moted because she was black. Mrs. 
Richards.says that she knew there 
would be trouble about the promo- 
tion, but felt she had to pass over 
someone with so many complaints 
against her. 

After that Mrs. Richards was ac- 
cused of ‘racial harassment’ by the 
Council. "By this stage I knew they 
were persecuting me. I also knew that 
were two previous cases with white 
managers of a similar kind, and felt I 
was becoming a scapegoat” says Mrs. 
Richards. 

Mrs. Richards says that her only 
motive was to help clients; who she 
felt were not getting proper treatment. 


Three years later she was cleared of 
‘racism’, but Mrs, Faire's complaints 
against her on other matters were up- 
held, and the Council, refused to write 
a formal letter exhonerating her of the 
'racism' charge. 

The nightmare continued with her 
every move being questioned. "Some- 
times I cried all the way to work but I 
wanted to keep my job". New staff 
were being warned of problems, and 
the whole system was falling apart. 
Mrs. Faire was then promoted. 


LEGAL FEES 


Finally, in March 1993, more than 
four years after the original episode, 
Mrs. Richards was offered voluntary 
redundancy. "I knew! was never going 
to be vindicated so I decided it would 
be best to go" she said. 

Last November she was cleared of 
all the 'racism' charges, but lost her job 
and has paid out £2,000 1n legal fees 
over the affair. "I still feel numb about 
it all" she says. Her eyes fill with tears 
when she remembers her five years of 
hell at the hands of the Birmingham 
Council Race Police. 


£3,000 AWARD 


Mrs. Faire was given £3,000 in com- 
pensation by the Council for the long 
time it took to investigate her com- 
plaint. 


@ Birmingham Conservative Counc- 
illor Ron Wootton recently said that 
white men were discriminated against 
by the Council when it was revealed 
that 60% of jobs go to women and 
30% to non-whites.

LAST December 8 a man went berserk in top 
Birmingham department store Rackhams. Four- 
teen shoppers and staff were stabbed by the man 
whodrew two knives in the perfume department 
of the store. He stood shouting and screaming 
and then plunged a foot long breadknife into an 
assistant. 

Terrified woman shoppers in the packed store 
were stabbed with a butcher's boning knife. Two 
had their throats cut. Screaming customers fled 
the store. 

The madman was eventually arrested by 38- 
year-old Sergeant James Lavery, and a civilian 
police employee Keith Hart. They used the store's 
stock of golfing irons to protect themselves. 

The maniac's rampage brought national televi- 
sion and newspaper coverage - yet mysteriously 


It was not until January 20, nearly two months 
later that a picture of the man accused of the 
attacks appeared in the press - with the exception 
of a sketch in the local paper which gave an 
uncertain impression! 

The accused man, 30 year-old David Cedric 
Morgan, of Osborne Tower, Ashton, was re- 
manded in custody charged with the attempted 
murder of three women, and later appeared before 
Birmingham Magistrates.

Maintenance failure risks Britain's industrial heritage 


Forth Bridge unpainted for 25 years 


THE FORTH BRIDGE, once called 
_ the ‘first engineering wonder of the 
world’, is under risk of being 


destroyed by corrosion. 


Maintenance of the bridge by 
repainting - which has generated a 
universal slogan about the nature of 
endless tasks - has collapsed since 
1974 leaving parts unrepainted for a 


quarter of a century. 


In 1974 new safety regulations 
banned workers from using wires to 
lower themselves up and down the 
bridge. Since then maintenance has 
virtually ceased. The required method 
is now to put up scaffolding from 


which painters work. 


The method is very expensive and 
very slow. It used to take between 
four and six years to completely 
repaint the bridge - at the present 
rate it will take 40 years and cost 


£100m. each time. 


NINETY DAYS 


There are only about ninety days 
in the year when the weather makes 
work possible at all. The steelwork 
of the bridge now looks closeup as 
though it has a skin disease. Whole 
areas have no paint at all. Once the 
bridge was a uniform dark red. 

Until John Watson retired last 


year he operated his ship Maid of 


Forth, travelling inder the bridge 
several times a day. He has watched 
the deterioration of the structure 
with growing alarm, and is now 
running a campaign to get some- 
thing done. 


PAINTING 


Mr.Watson observes that if the 
bridge were a painting in a national 
museum there would be a public 
outcry.

The bridge was opened in 1890,and 
used in its design experience gained in 
the Tay Bridge disaster of 1879, in 
which that bridge collapsed in a storm. 

There have been calls for funding 
from the new Millennium scheme, but 
nothing has been agreed. How long 
before the bridge is condemned by 
structural engineers and closed down 
- bringing the history of a product of 
British gemius to an end? 


@ BN says that the plight of the 
Forth Bridge epitomises a country 
which has lost its way. Societies 
which lose the thred of their heri- 
tage are doomed - which is pre- 
cisely why everything is being done 
to disclaim ours!

ANOTHER ‘RACIST ATTACK’ 


EXPOSED AS MEDIA LIE 


‘Black baby tossed like rugby ball 
- Police cleared after libel writ 


EIGHT police officers have received 
undisclosed libel damages after a 
London local newspaper, The 
Camden New Journal, printed 
baseless allegations against them. 

The newspaper covered the arrest in 
1993 ofa black woman atan electricity 
showroom in Kentish Town. It was 
said that unnecessary force was used 
by officers in handcuffing and detain- 
ing the woman. The paper said that her 
arm was broken in front of her two 
children, a three-month-old baby and 
her three-year-old daughter. 

The baby was said to have been 
tossed around ‘like a rugby ball' by the 
police - while the mother was beaten 
up. The local Camden Race Equality 
Council took up the issue and ran a 
‘racist police violence’ campaign using 
it as a basis. 

The police officers who arrested the 
woman were not directly identified in 
the newspaper, but were recognised 
by readers. The settlement cost the 
Camden New Journal £30,000 in dam- 
ages and costs. 


The Camden New Journal is a noto- 
rious disseminator of left-wing propa- 
ganda stories, and clearly works closely 
with Trotskyite groups. Many smear 
campaigns have been run against the 
BNP by the paper. 

In 1993 it printed claims made by 
the director.of the Camden Race Equal- 
ity Council, Jonathan Stanley, that 
there had been an huge upsurge in 
muggings of children from the local 
Jewish Free School since the BNP 
started a branch in the area. 

The claim generated a swift re- 
sponse from the local police Chief 
Superintendent Linda Newham. She 
said in the newspaper that the culprits 
were people whose origins made them 
‘unlikely candidates’ for membership 
of the BNP! 

British newspapers are filled with 
bogus ‘racist attack' stories run as a 
concerted scam to undermine white 
people and patriotic groups like the 
BNP. For once the media lie factory 
has been exposed for what it is. Well 
done Kentish Town police officers!

25 years for Yardie crack dealer who shot police officers 


YARDIE CRACK DEALER Leroy Smith made a 
gun gesture at two Police Officers, who he shot, as he 
was led away after being sentenced to 25 years in 
prison. Evil crack importer Smith shot the two un- 
armed officers after being approached in a Brixton 
pub. He was on the run after escaping at knifepoint 
from Prison Officers in April 1993, while being 
escorted to Brixton Prison in handcuffs. 

Smith had been extradited from the US, where he 
tried to shoot a British student who refused to act as 
a drug courier, and escaped after conviction follow- 
ing a month long trial. His girl friend told the court 
that he had a fire arm with infra-red and laser 
targetting. He carried it in his waistband, and liked 
to show it off - shining the laser on people's heads and 
saying it could not miss. 

After shooting the two officers, PCs James Seymour 
and Simon Carroll, he escaped on a motor-cycle and 
was finally arrested in Amsterdam. Smith had boasted 
that the police would never catch him, because he 
would shoot anyone who got in his way. After shoot- 
ing the two police officers he said that he regretted he 
had not 'got them good and proper’.

US 'WHITELASH' 
SNOWBALLS 


THE FIGHTBACK against 'po- 
litical correctness’ is snowballing 
in the United States. White men 
have had enough of constant 
vilification - of their progressive 
exclusion from their own society. 
The new phenomenon has been 
called the 'whitelash', and in the 
last year has gone from mumbled 
complaints to a well organised 
campaign which intends todump 
positive discrimination from the 
American law books. 

Thomas Wood and Professor 
Glynn Custred are academics. These 
days being white and male means 
that they would have little chance 
of a new job in any American col- 
lege. The ‘affirmative action’ indus- 
try - code for get the white men out 
- has seen to that. Wood and Custred 
are angry. Unlike too many white 
men, both in the US and Britain, 
they are not prepared to merely 
complain in private. They have de- 
cided to get something done. 


LANDSLIDE 


They have founded the 'Califor- 
nia Civil Rights Initiative’ which is 
working to get the 616,000 signa- 
tures needed to force a state refer- 
endum on banning race and gender 
discrimination. They send up PC 
by trading as "Two Spic Chicks’, 
and the cash is rolling in to fight the 
cause. 

It is expected that a referendum 
will produce a landslide, and snow- 


ball into similar measures across the 
whole United States. 

The controversy over ‘affirmative 
action’ began with the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act, and has poisoned the 
whole country. The watershed came 
when 5,000 white males were told 
recently that they could not apply for 
jobs as Los Angeles 'firepersons’, since 
the quota of blacks and Hispanics 
had not been filled. 

One highway contractor is suing 
the Government after a federal con- 
tract went to a Hispanic firm, despite 
his quote being lower. 


BRITAIN 


In Britain exactly the same thing is 
going on - but conducted in far more 
subtle manner. 

Everyone over 35 - mostly white - 
is barred from applying for most jobs 
on the pretext of age discrimination. 
This leaves the field clear for younger 
people, among whom are most blacks 
- giving them an impossible to counter 
advantage.

Be- 
fore they would do nothing to fight 
back against their progressive 
marginalisation. The radio has pro- 
vided leadership for the masses. 

Right-wing books are now domi- 
nant in the US best sellers list. All 
that is needed for a new book to be 
successful is denunciation by the 
liberal media! The Bell Curve, for 
example, on race and intelligence

The branch is also planning to ex- 
pand its campaigning to towns 
throughout its catchment area which 
have never directly heard the BNP's 
message before.

EXCELLENT MEETING 
IN A CHILLY TORQUAY 


Devon Branch held their best meet- 
ing yet in Torquay early in Febru- 
ary. Getting on for forty people 
attended the branch meeting ad- 
dressed by National Press Officer 
Michael Newland. 

Torquay is famed for its mild cli-.

did not dampen the interest of those 
who attended. The local organiser, 
who chaired the meeting, pointed out 
that local support and membership 
had quadrupled over the last year or 
two. 

One of the branches main present 
objectives was to increase local dis- 
tribution of party literature like BN 
and Spearhead - which were already 
running at very high levels.
